I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  district  during  1961. 


The  vital  statistics  are  a  measure  of  the  health  and  well-being 
of  the  inhabitants  and  although  in  small  populations  marked  variation 
may  be  found  from  year  to  year  yet  the  trend ;over  the  years, of  health  and 
disease  can  be  noted. 

In  1961  the  vital  statistics  show: 

(1)  The  population  increased  by  20  to  2,590. 

(2)  There  was  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  births  to  32,  the  lowest 
that  can  be  found  recorded  for  23  years. 

(3)  The  deaths  rose  to  32  ,,  exactly  the  same  as  the  number 

of  births.  Heart  and  circulatory  diseases  were  as  usual  the 
main  cause  of  death,  14  such  deaths  taking  place  in  the  year. 
There  were  five  deaths  from  cancer  and  of  these  two  were 
due  to  cancer  of  the  lung.  No  deaths  occurred  from 
tuberculosis . 

(4)  No  women  died  in  child  birth. 

(5)  Th  ere  were  unfortunately  two  deaths  of  children  under  one 
year  of  age. 

(6)  The  infectious  diseases  rate  was  very  low.  No  cases  of 

diphtheria  or  poliomyelitis  occurred,  and  no  new  cases  of 
tuberculosis  were  notified. 
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The  problem  of  the  renovation,  with  modern  sanitary  conveniences, 
of  some  of  the  old  stone  houses  in  the  main  street  of  the  township,  or 
the  demolition  of  such  houses, has  still  to  be  resolved.  A  solution  to  this 
problem  has  been  the  subject  of  reports  to  the.  Committee  and  consideration 
is  still  being  given  to  the  best  means  of  solving  the  problem. 

The  personal  health  services  provided  by  the  County  Council  under 
my  direction  as  Divisional  Medical  Officer  have  continued.  The  protection 
of  children  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  poliomyelitis  has 
reached  a  reasonably  high  standard.  * 

For  the  welfare  of  the  aged,  home  helps  are  provided  wherever 
necessary  and  the  chiropody  services  have  continued  to  expand. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  Mr.  Chairman  to  you  and  the 
members  of  the  Committee  for  their  courteous  reception  of  my  reports  and 
to  all  officials  of  the  Council  for  their  help  and  co-operation.

WATER  SUPPLY: 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  connected  to  the  Don  Valley  water 
mains  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  shown  as  840.  Only  one  property 
is  served  by  a  standpipe,  and  this  is  included  in  a  future  housing 
programme . 

One  sample  of  water  was  taken  from  this  supply  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  reported  upon  satisfactorily.  There  was  no  shortage 
of  this  supply  in  any  part  of  the  district  served  by  it  and  no  plumbo 
solvency.

A  survey  cf  the  private  water  supplies  was  made  during  the  year 
and  altogether  4  private  wells  were  investigated.  Six  samples  were  taken, 
two  of  these  being  unsatisfactory. 

In  one  of  these  cases  the  pump  concerned  has  been  superseded  by 
a  piped  supply  and  its  use  was  discontinued.  The  future  of  the  second  property 
had  not  been  determined  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL: 

This  service  is  controlled  by  your  Surveyor.  There  is  little 
difference  from  the  report  as  submitted  last  year.  Difficulties  in  levels 
prevent  the  sewering  of  the  Lindrick  area  and  the  difficulties  due  to 
overloading  in  the  combined  sewer  in  times  of  leavy  rainfall  still  exist 
in  the  town  centre.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  were  considering 
methods  of  dealing  with  this  problem. 

LAND  DRAINAGE: 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  considered  the  potential 
flooding  problem  of  Paper  Mill  Dyke  and  the  Mill  Dam.  The  problem  is 
complex  because  of  the  several  ownerships  involved  and  the  fact  that  the 
dyke  does  not  fall  within  the  purview  of  a  Rivers  Board. 

A  meeting  had  been  arranged  for  early  1962  between  the  several 
parties  involved  and  a  request  was  also  made  for  technical  advice  from  the 

Trent  Rivers  Board.  It  is  hoped  that  this  matter  should  be  clarified  during 
the  forthcoming  year. 
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SECTION  D. 


HOUSING: 

The  Council  decided  upon  a  slum  clearance  progreunme  of  20  liouses 
during  the  year;  this  figure  was  also  designed  to  clear  up  the  backlog  of  unfit 
properties  dealt  with  in  previous  years,  and  which  were  still  occupied,* 

A  comprehensive  housing  survey  of  unfit  property  was  presented 
to  the  Council  in  November  and  a  programme  to  deal  with  this  matter  was 
being  considered  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Standard  Improvement  Grants. 


Ten  applications  for  standard  grants  were  made  during  the  year; 
nine  of  these  were  approved  and  two  were  completed.  In  one  case  the 
condition  of  the  grant  scheme  could  not  be  complied  with  and  the  application 
could  not  be  approved. 

Public  Cleansing. 

This  service  is  controlled  by  the  Surveyor. 

A  weekly  domestic  refuse  collection  was  maintained*  some  851 
premises  being  serviced.  The  tip  adjacent  to  the  new  Doncaster  byepass 
was  in  use  throughout  the  year  as  planning  approval  had  not  been  received 
for  the  proposed  new  tip.  It  is  anticipated,  however,  that  this  changeover 
will  be  made  in  1962;  the  former  tip  being  then  finally  soiled  and  sealed. 

The  Council  continued  to  supply  dustbins  in  accordance  with  Section 

75(3)  of  the  Public  Health  Act*  1936,  an  annual  charge  of  7/6d.  per  bin 
being  made. 

Sanitary  Accommo dat ion. 

A  survey  during  the  year  showed  some  8  privies  and  23  pails  still 
remaining.  Most  of  these  are  situate  in  districts  remote  from  sewers,  the 
remainder  belonging  to  property  now  being  considered  for  action  pursuant 
to  the  Housing  Acts. 

One  major  difficulty  in  converting  the  conservancy  type  of  sanitary 
accommodation  to  W.  C.  ®s.  drained  to  a  cesspool  is  the  lack  of  local  facility 
for  satisfactorily  emptying  such  tanks. 
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MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS: 


The  year  saw  a  good  deal  of  activity  in  caravan  control  and 
altogether  the  use  of  ten  sites  was  investigated  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960o 

Temporary  planning  approvals  for  5  sites  (in  respect  of  six 
caravans)  was  finally  given*  Planning  enforcement  action  was  taken  to 
reduce  the  number  of  caravans  on  one  site  and  action  in  accordance  with 
Section  1  of  the  new  Act  was  taken  to  clear  the  remaining  sites.  Difficulties 
were  still  experienced  in  dealing  with  itinerant  scrap  dealers  who  encamped 
on  verges  in  quiet  lanes  and  created  considerable-litter  and  nuisance.

By  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  had  decided  to  construct  a 
residential  caravan  site  to  provide  an  amenity  which  is  being  increasingly 
requested.  Plans  were  being  drawn  up  for  a  site  to  accommodate  36  vans, 
provided  with  all  the  amenities  envisaged  in  the  Ministry's  Model  Standards 
relating  to  Residential  Caravan  Sites,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  development 
will  be  completed  during  1962.

The  Council's  Slaughterhouses  Report  was  accepted  by  the  Ministry 
in  February,  There  is  only  one  slaughterhouse  in  the  area  and  this  was

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There  were  no  cases  of  bovine  tuberculosis;  one  case  of  cysticercus 
bovis  was  observed;  the  only  lesion  detected  being  calcified.  Following 
dissection  of  the  carcase,  no  further  lesion  was  observed  and  the  carcase 
was  released. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act. 

The  Council  have  no  full-time  rodent  operative  but  utilise  the 
services  of  the  rodent  control  service  of  an  adjoining  authority,,  Doncaster 
R.  D.  C0  ,  a  charge  being  made  on  a  proportionate  rateable  value  basis.  In 
this  manner  all  complaints  are  dealt  with  expeditiously.  Six  of  the  local 

farmers  hold  annual  contracts  with  the  local  authority  for  rodent  control 
treatment. 

An  extract  from  the  annual  tabulation  supplied  to  the  Ministry  is  as

Food  premises. 


Two  premises  are  registered  in  accordance  with  Section  16  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act  for  the  manufacture  of  meat  products.  In  all,  there  are 
some  3  0  food  premises  in  the  district  and  hygienic  conditions  generally  are 
good.
